The  field  was 
not  as  large  as  usual,  but  out  of  the  dozen 
equestrians  prescut  three-quarters  of  the  num¬ 
ber  were  so  well  mounted  that  the  taking  of 
four  rail  fences  was  considered  as  nothing.  The 
hounds  wore  cast  off  at  4  o’clock  and  as  soon  as 
they  struck  the  fox’s  trail,  gave  tongue  in  grand 
style.  The  chase  lasted  over  an  hour  and  cov¬ 
ered  about  twelve  miles.  The  fox  was  run 
down  just  north  of  Montclair.  There  were 
seven  In  at  the  death,  and  a  Mr.  BiDgham,  of 
East  Orange,  was  awarded  the  brush. 

Now  that  brakes  for  locomotives  and  care 
have  been  so  far  perfected  that  there  seems  to 
be  no  room  for  farther  improvements,  an  in¬ 
ventor  produces  a  locomotive  that  requires  no 
brakes.
